KENTUCKY ELECTS. A REPUBLICAN. 


LOWISVILLE, Nov. 4.—Edwin P. 
Merrow, Republican, today was 
elected Governor of Kentucky over 
Gov., Blake, Democrat, by a large 
majority. 

Complete unofficial returns from 
ten counties out of 120 give Morrow,

GERMAN MARK AFFECTS. 
COMING PLEBESCI®E. 


PRONOUNCED DEPRESSION MAY 
REACT FAVORABLY FOR 
TEUTONS IN ELECTION. 


(BY DISPATCH.| 

BERLIN (via Copenhagen) Nov. 
3.—While nearly every German who 
talks with an American indulges in 
gloomy fears concerning the further 
‘depression of the mark, there is one 
thing which replages * frowns 
with miles. 

It te. generally felt that the now 
low exchange rate for German 
money may have a favorable 
tendency in the plebiscite in 


Schleswig. 

Even government officials are at 
@ complete loss now when they try 
to estimate when these votes will be 
taken, as the Versailles treaty 
merely provides for a vote in the 
firet district within a month of the 
treaty taking effect, and a plebi- 
scite in the second zone not more 
than five weeks after the first. And 
no one here knows whether the 
treaty is now effective; and, if not, 
when it will be. This situation te- 
sults in newspaper announcements 
of delay in the formal certification 
and ratification by the three 
powers. 

But nearly everybody now feels 
certain that both plebiscites will be 
held before the mark increases in 
value materially. It is worth lese 
than 4 cents American money, and 
some politicians say the plebiscites, 
held with German money so cheap. 


In peace times a resident of 
Schieswig having 10,000 marks. 
would receive in exchange 8900 
Danish kronen. Today he would 
get about 1600. If the plebiscites 
decide that the territory in which 
he lives shall become Danish he 
will have to change the marks to 
kronen, And, in addition, lose the 
exchange. He also by the propor- 
tionally lower buying rate of the 
kronen in Denmark in contrast to 
the buying power of the mark in 
Germany. 

The Germans say that naturally 
this will swing many votes and the 
danger also is recognized in Den- 
mark, although the latter country 
so far has proposed no way of meet- 
ing the problem.

plants, fifty-six hours may be pre- 
scribed as the maximum. 4 limit 
of sixty hours is set for classes of 
work such as that done by labora- 
tory chemists engaged in research, 
furnace men, repairmen and watch- 
men, but provision is made that in 
these classes overtime shall not ex- 
ceed 150 hours in the year and that 
compensation of 25 per cent. above 
norma] rate shall be paid. 

For the benefit of Japan, China 
and India reservations are made for 
postponement of enforcement of the 
agreement, because of climatic con- 
ditions, the imperfect development 
of industrial organization other 
special circumstances. 

It also is provided that the con- 
vention may be suspended in any 
country by order of the government 
in the event of war or other emer- 
gency. 

The British government will make

Mr. Barnes urged a deciaration in 
favor of a forty-eight-hour week in- 
stead of a straight eight-hour day.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Agricut- 
ture is proposing to offer its gerv- 
ices in a mediatury way in the coal 
strike.

ADVOCATE SAVING. 


The farmers argue that much more 
would be accomplished if effort were 
directed to saving more out of the 
weekly envelope and to making the 
dollar stretch itself by cutting out 
unnecessary parts of the toll from 
farm to kitchen. That ws on their 
minds when they accepted the in- 
vitation to attend the December 
conference. But like the rest of the 
public, they will not go there in 
any happy frame of mind towards 
organized labor, if the coal strike 10 
still on, and the movement of crops 
and foodstuffs has come to a halt 
tor lack of fuel. 

FARMERS ARE HIT. 
Modern farming is almost 16 de 
pendent. tn the long run, on coal aa 
is industry. Without it crops do not 
move to market, cr®ameries and 
cheese factories, packing plants and 
elevators and the rest of the in- 
dustrial end of food production are 
paralyzed, and even the gas engine.

“In reply to your letter of October 
20, 1919, concerning the so-called 
blockade of Petrograd, I beg to in- 
form you that so far as the United

ists. It is the present policy of this 


government, however, to refuse ex- 
port licenses for shipments to Rus- 
sian territory under Bolshevik con- 
trol and to refuse clearance papers 
to American vessela seeking to de- 
part for Petrograd, the only remain- 
ing Bolshevik port. As you are 
aware, these measures cannot be 
continued after the ratification of 
a unless there is new legisia- 

On. 

REASONS FOR POLICY. 

“The policy of nonintercourse 
with territory under Bolshevik con- 
trol is based chiefly on two consid- 
erations. It is the declared purpose 
of the Bolsheviki in Russia to carry 
revolution throughout the world. 
They have availed themselves of 
every opportunity to initiate in the 
United States a propaganda aimed 
to bring about the forcible over- 
throw of our present form of gov- 
ernment. They have at their dispo- 
sition in Russia a large quantity of 
gold, being partly a reserve of gold 
belonging to the Rumanian govern- 
ment, which was stored in Moscow 
for safe keeping at the time of the 
German advance into Rumania, It is 
considered important that the Bol- 
sheviki should not be given the 
means, through commercial transac- 
tion, to bring this gold into the 
United States, where it could be 
used to sustain propaganda of vio- 
lence and unreason. 

REDS CONTROL FOOD. 

“The second consideration related 
to the control which the Bolsheviki 
exercise over the distribution of ne- 


cessities. All foreign trade has been 
‘nationalized.’ This means that 
there can be no dealing except with 
the Bolshevik authorities. More- 
over, since the tall of 1918 the Bol- 
sheviki have maintained a system of 
discrimination in the distribution of 


the Bolsheviki in power and the ful- 
fillment of their programme for the 
extinction of the middle classes. The 


army are estimated, in the officia] 
Lolshevik Gazette of February 6, 
1919, to be three times the average 
for the several categories of the civil 
population. 

“It has seemed altoge? er inad- 
missable that fvod and o*ner neces- 
sities of American origir <':ould be 
allowed to become the menne of sus- 
taining such a programme of politi- 
cal oppression. 

“The government has not 
mindful of the material di@tress of 
many innocent people within the 
Bolshevik lines. An attempt was 
made last spring to provide for the 
release of these people through the 
co-operation of a neutral commis- 
tion to be headed by Dr. Nansen. 
The project failed because the Bol- 
shevik declined to agree to the ces- 
sation of hostiiities which was con- 


sidered an indispensable pre- 
requisite. The Department of State 
has subsequently studied other 


means by which necessities might 
be provided for the people of Cen- 
tral Russia without being used for 
purposes of political constraint and 
also class deception. No feasible 
project has yet been found, but the 
problem continues to receive atten- 


AI IN FREE AREAS. 
“In the meantime provision has 
been made for the immediate-relief 


of the people in any areas which 
may be freed from Bolehevik con- 
trol as a result of curregg military 
operations. Stores of food esti- 
mated to be adequate for the relief 
wf Petrograd for nearly one month 
were delivered to Russians by the 
American relief administration and 
are now at Viborg, Finland, whence 
they can be transported to Petro- 
grad whenever that city may come 
under the control of authorities with 
whom it is possible to deal. Defi- 
nite arrangements have, moreover, 
been made with the United States 
Grain Corporacion to provide fur- 
ther shipments of flour for this re- 
gion, in the event of its liberation,

[ HAVE YOU A BOOKPLATE? | 


They Add Distinction to Your Books and 
95 are Easily Made at Home. 


If your library is no more exten- 
sive than the famous five-foot shelf 
each book of the collection should be 
provided with a bookplate, that lit- 
tle slip of gummed paper which pro- 


j claims to the world that this particr- 
lar volume is the property of Miss 


Blank. This little fad is not mbrely 
for artistic value, but for a most 
practical one as well. Books vie 
with umbrellas in status as unre- 
turned borrowed property, but the 
Person who keeps a bvok that is 
provided on the front of the binding 
with a flaring reminder of the owner 
ig nothing short of a criminal. 

Into one’s bookplate, therefore, 


can be worked one’s personality. The 
usual method of having an artist 
friend or stationer design for you a 
plate from which can oe struck as 
many slips as you wish at a time is 
rather expensive, costing at least $65. 

One rather dainty way to make 


‘| your own bookplates is to make blue 


prints. Work out a simple design 
an open book, the lamp of know!l- 
edge, candlestick, an owl, or some 
other symbol of learning, or one of 
your hobbies—on a piece of paper. 
Transfer your design to tracing pa- 
per, a piece of tracing muslin or any 
material through which light could 
filter. Fill in the design solidly with 
black waterproof ink to make it 
opaque, and then, using this as you 
would a film, proceed to print your 


| 8lips on blue-print paper, just as you 


would photographs. The design wil! 
come out white on a delicate blue 
background. You can paint in on 
your design a narrow biock whick 
will leave a space on the print 
wherein you can letter your name. 
This design can give a silhouette, 
stencil or lime effect, according tc 
the way you work it out. 

Anohter way to make bookplates 


is to take a real silhouette photo- 
graph of yourself or of some artistic 
krouping of your personal posses- 
sions which will proclaim your per- 
sonality. The way to make a sil- 
hbouette photograph is very easy. You 
etretch a curtain over a sunlit win- 
dow, excluding every other bit of 
light from the room. Then you pose 
your figure or objects at the window 
so that the outline is distinct and 
characteristic. Only a short ex- 
posure is necessary to bring out a 
very effective silhouette effect. Thus 
a shelf of books. a vase of flowers 
and a candlestick in ‘front of the 
draped window would bring out a 
very stunning bookplate, which 
could be further elaborated if on the 
um cross lines were drawn with 
white ink on the window to give an 
tmpression of « casement. A block 
can also be painted on the film with 
the white ink to make a white space 
for lettering under the group. These 
can be printed on shiny or dull paper 
in gray or sepia tints, or even on the 
blueprint paper as above. 

er way to make effective 
bookplates is to have a stencil 
through which you can work up the 
slips in water colors. Stencils are 
cut from oiled stencil paper or board, 
but if you are going to make very 
many it might be as we)! to have a4 
metal stencil cut, as the paper or 
cardboard will soon wear out. Look 
through the magazines for some ap- 
propriate design or group, and trace 
it to your stencil paper. Cut it up into 
little portions as vou would a jigsaw 
puzzle, so that All the design is in 
parts, all joined by small “bridges” 
to each other. Cut out the design 
with a sharp knife, holding the eten- 
cll over glass or marble as you cut. 
When complete proceet to color 
through the stencil onto thin card- 
board or water-color paper. A 
dozen or so of these bookplates at 
a time will not be a strenuous task

CANDIED CITRON OF 
HOME PREPARATION. 


A reader asks if it is possible to 
prepare at home candied citron, 
such as is sold in the shops. A re- 
cent article in the Chicago Tribune 
gives explicit directions for prepar- 
ing this delicacy, but it would seem 
that the process involves a great 
The writer says: 


cup of sugar. onger 
than when using more sugar, be- 
cause the melon first cooked until 
tender in a little water must be 
cooked part at a time in a sirup 
of one cup of sugar and one-half 
cup of water. Preferably this water 
should be that in which the melon 
was cooked tender, really steamed 
tender. 

“After paring and cutting out the 
seeds and cutting the melon in 
blocks or in fancy shapes, put it to 
cook in a hermetically sealed kettle. 


in less than a cup of water, or 
enough to start «a steam 
through the melon it dolls. 


Use no alum, and salt is not needed. 
After that turn the fire low and let 
ft cook until tender. It will steam 
done. Make the Arup and cook as 
much of the melon in this mall 
amount as by ft. 
Cook it about half an hour, drain 
out, roll in sugar, and put to dry. 
Cool the rest and treat in the same 
way. 

“Unless one can vee this candied 
melon at once or keep it shut away 
so that it will not dry out, it is bet- 
ter to make a citron preserve, drain- 


ing out pieces of this, rolling them 


in sugar and drying them a little 
when they are required in cooking. 
In this case a thick sirup made with 
sugar of the same weight as the 
melon before it is put to cook will 
n ed. This preserve 
‘well.

ary shade if it is cooked in strup 


over a low fire. It is delicioug in 
fruit cakes and fruit puddings. it 
may be used as a garnish with 
whipped cream on various dainty 
desserts, it enhances mince meats.

REIGN EXCHANGES. 

According to a bulletin issued by the 
Nationa] City Bank of New York, a curious 
condition has arisen through the war depre- 
ciation of foreign money. With the Rus- 
sian rouble and the German mark down to 
their lowest ebb, with French and Belgian 
francs, Italian lire and Austrian kronen 
lower than ever before, and even the Brit- 
ish poudd sterling down trom the normal 
$4.87 to its lowest point of $4.12%, the 
American dollar stands pre-eminent in ex- 
change value. 

But this proud fact is scarcely advan- 
tageous in the present trade crisis. It is 
proving inimica) to the United States in 
the contest for the commercial orders and 
contracts which are being placed by for- 
eign countries. For instance, in seeking 
estimates for large contracts for machin- 
ery Belgium finds that the purchasing value 
of her franc goes much farther when she 
places the order with Germany or Great 
Britain than with the United States.

At present, therefore, the vast mass of 
the export trade from this try takes 
the form of foodstuffs or esse raw ma- 
terials that cannot be obtained in quantities 
elsewhere. Even the established trade is, 
therefore, suffering, not merely the new war 
reconstruction. Canada, the largest buyer 
of American products after Great Britain, 
finds that the 5 per cent. premium the 
Canadians now have to pay on exchange 18 
exorbitant, with the result that Canada’s 
trade with us is curtailed. And in the 
meantime Canada is finding that by ex- 
ploiting her own natural resources she can 
depend less and less on this country. 2 

A variety of methods for combating these 
exchange conditions are under advisement; 
some system for underwriting the war debts 
of the other Allies by this country is dis- 
cussed; but the cold fact remains that the 
richest and most solvent country in the 
world is suffering from disadvantageous 
trade conditions. —

OW TO HELP MEXICO. — 

Edward Marshall has written for the 
Review of Reviews an intensively-idealized 
appreciation of the Mexican people, cou- 
pled with a pacifist view of the kind of 
“intervention” that is necessary on the 
part of the United States to restore to 


‘them their ancient heritage of culture and 


civilization. Mr. Marshall's altruism is 
pleasing to the ear, but, like all pacifist 
nostrums, the remedy doesn’t seem to fit 
the disease. He advocates sending our Red 
Cross with tons of tracts and super-tons of 
food and clothing to woo the Mexicans 
away from barbarism. 

This course would doubtless be very sat- 
isfactory to the Mexican population in its 
present state of mind; but Mr. Marshall 
fails to make any recommendations con- 
cerning thé best method of raising the 
money necessary to ransom the visitors 
out again. A few months ago the Mexican 
banditry was making the American gov‘ 
ernment a flat rate of $7500 a head on 
members of the Federal aviation force who 
lost their way while flying along the border 
and landed on Mexican soil. Tnere wasn't 
much kick about that, as the rate wasn't 


considered extortionate; but there has been 


a suddon leap in ransom exchange to keep 
pace with the high cost of living. In the 
last listed transaction it is said to have 
cost $150,000 to get a Vice-Consul back. 
If we were to send a whole division of the 
Red Cross down there the government 
would probably have to float a ransom loan 


to bring them home. 


Judging from’ the tone of the article Mr. 
Marshall is sincere in his desire to re 
civilize Mexico, but ludicrously impractical. 
It may be said of him, as President Wilson 
said of the other pacifists, that it is not 
his aspiration but his judgment that is 
faulty. He sees the goal desired, but he 
has misjudged badly both the depth and 
width of the ditch that intervenes. He 
would have Uncle Sam enter Mexico, not 
armed to the teeth, but as a good Samari- 
tan—perhaps with an olive branch in one 
hand, a Red Cross kit in the other and ac- 
companied by an ass laden with provisions. 
But if he went in that guise to treat with 
bandits, why not have him carry the pro- 
visions himself and dispense with the otber 
ass? 

The Times agrees with Mr. Marshall and 
the other altruists that Uncle Sam should 
enter Mexico in the spirit of the good 
Samaritan. But we are well aware that 
bandits are no respecters of persons. The 
young man who went down to Jericho 
wouldn't) have received much aid it the 
thieves had met the good Samaritan first. 
Uncle Sam should be actuated by humani- 
tarian impulses only; but we admonish 
him to take along an escort of khaki-clad 
troops and to warn them to keep their 
powder dry. 

The world has suffered from pacifist ex- 
perimentation before, during and affer the 
war. Watchful waiting was a pacifist pol- 
icy; but it has proven that it isn't always 
safe to decline to help put out a fire be- 
cause it doesn’t happen to be on your 
street. Anarchy, like conflagration, has an 
unfortunate predilection for spreading. At 
the present time the United States is com- 
pelled to keep several divisions of troops 
on our southern border, at an expense of 
at least $100,000 a to protect the pop- 
ulation from Mexican invasion: while the 
only living Americans on Mexican soil are 
those who pay tribute to at least one of 
the many organizéd bands of Mexican ban- 
dits. Those bands are careful not to in- 
terfere unduly with the lives or property 
of any but Americans. No citizen of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany or Japan 
has been seized and beld for ransom; yet 
dozens of Americans have been so treated. 
The border is patrolled by bandit chiefs 
who hunt for Americans as for big game; 
and we have our pacifists and a vacillating 
administration to thank for it. b 

There has been a great hue and cry 
about safeguarding the Monroe Doctrine in 
the covenant of the League of Nations; but 
we haven't heard Senator Johnson and 
his fellow-obstructionists say anything about 
enforcing it in the present Mexican crisis. 
It is well to remember that failure of ob- 


servance causes any law to become a dead 


letter. The government has before it the 
noble precedent of the intervention of this 
country to restore order and re-establish 
guarantees to life and property in Cuba. 
Mr. Marshall is not unmindfui of that, and 
he writes: 
No parallel can be drawn between 
the case of Cuba — that which, in 
the event of intervention, would be 
Mexico’s; because American occupa- 
tion of Cuba began in a war waged for 
the purpose of freeing subject peoples 
from oppressive Spanish dominion. 
-With all due respect for Mr. Marshall's 
opinions the records of the Spanish War 
show just the opposite to be the cace. 
American intervention in Cuba began for 
the sole purpose of restoring law and or- 
der. The United States did not intervene 
because Cuba was a Spanish province, but 
because, under Spanish rule, anarchy ex- 
isted in the island; and the condition, at 
that, was not nearly so bad as the condi- 
tion existing now in Mexico. America in- 
tervened in Cuba to re-establish a govern- 
ment of law. If Spain had aided, instead 
of resisting, Cuba might still be a Spanish 
dominion. 3 
When America enters Mexico it must be 
with a military force sufficient to compel 
a respect for a lawful government. This 
does not necessarily mean along and 
bloody war. If we were to seriously start 


in to help Mexico with the same motives 


that were back of our missi when we 
helped the Cubans bring order out of cha- 


Os there would be no more reason for pro- 


test on the part of Mexico than there was 
on the part of Cuba. Certain factions of 
the Cubans complained, blustered and pro- 
tested, and we should have the same thing 


from certain factions in Mexico: ut. this 


would not mean that there would be any 
more serious resistance in Mexico than 
in Cuba. All that Mexico would ectually 
need from us would be moral support and, 
possibly, an extension of credits in estab- 
lishing an orderly government. This opin- 
fon has been expressed in letters that have 
come to The Times recently from different 
sections of Mexico. 

By “moral force” it is meant that the 
United States shall recognize the most 
avaliable Mexican. who shall be placed at 
the bead of the Mexican government, and 
that he shall then be supported by the 
military force of this country. When ibe 
Mexican Bolsheviki discover that this coun- 
try means business, that its admonitions 
are to be supported by force of arms, that

‘conversation will be translated into action, 


the forces that are now the most trouble- 
some will become as meek as the pacilists 
would have them be. 

As far as a Red Cross intervention on 
a good Samaritan platform is concerned, it 
would ba well to recall that the United 
States did send its Red Cross to Mexico 
to carry out a plan along the line that Mr. 
Marshall proposes; but Carranza promptly 
told those in charge of the movement to 
get out, under penalty of being kicked out. 
There is scant benefit to Mexico or to our 
selves in repeating an experiment that is 
foredoomed to failure. America is reduc- 
ing its own Monroe Doctrine to a scrap of 
paper by its failure to protect the lives 
and property of its citizens in Mexico and 
in refusing to help the better element of 


the Mexican people help themselves.

Declaring that France now needs 
the aid of this country during the 
trying period of reconstruction, Ca- 
non Cabanel yesterday urged that 
the alliance between this country 
and France should be permanent. 
“When the United States was an 
infant nation, despised by the great 
powers of Kurope, France came to 
her ald in the Revolutionary War,” 
he said, “During the great war, 
America generously returned that 
aid. But the wonderful alliance be- 
tween the two republics that grew 
out of the war must endure. Roth 
nations need each other.“ 
Personal peccadillos, such as an 
overcharge for an omelette, must 
not be allowed to influence a bread- 
minded man against a nation be- 
cause of his unpleasant individual 
encounter. Many Americans have 
had just those petty encounters, 
which have produced such an un- 
fortunate and altogether false im- 
pression of the French nation in 
their minds and my mission in this 
country ie to try to eliminate these 
superficial and false impressions 
and show the true nature of France 
and the French.” 

Canon Cabanel has the rank of 
captain in the French army and 
is the chaplain of the famous 
Sixty-efxth Division of Chasseure a 
Pied, or “Blue Devils,” as they have 
become known from their fighting 
qualities and their dark blue unt 
forms. The fighting chaplain was 
severely gassed in a twelve-hour gas 
bomLardment at the Chemin des 
Dames, when his division took that 
place. and in the Soissons drive, on 
July 1%, 1918, he, with his division, : 
fought shoulder to shoulder with the 
First Division of the American 
army. He was also a member of the 
French. High Commission to this 
country. He is now touring the 
United States, expounding the mes- 
sage of France to this nation, as 
the official representative of his 
country.

The 
present AF. of L. charter was ap- 
plied for under a former regime, and 
organization was then planned to 
meet grievances that do not now 
exist. With adequate pay, one union 
head said last night, there will be no 
hope of forming a union, and the 
0 will be promptiy surrendered.
